AWARD 
This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to thus 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O.Rt. No. 1928 /69/LSWD 
dated 3-10-1969. The issues referred for adjudication are as follows: 
1. Revision of wages at rates recommended by Industrial Relations 

Committee for Engineering Workers. 
2. Bonus for 1968 . 
3. Denial of employment to C.Lawerence and A. Krishnankutty . 

Pursuant to summons the Management appeared but the Union was 
absent without assigning any reason whatsoever, and so the Union was 
declared ex party . "Thereafter the representative of the Union appeared and 
a petition with an affidavit praying for setting aside the ex party order were 
filed by him . Since there was no objection on the part of the Management, 
the ex party order against the Union was set aside and the Union submitted 
their claim statement in which it was contended as follows: 

Messrs. Jacobs Steel Fabrications is a concern inexistence for more 
than 10 years and is making large profits year after year. 

The workers C. Lawerence and A. Krishnankutty were denied employ 
ment orally , after issuing them a charge sheet and seeking their explana 
tions, which were given promptly by them . Thereafter they were served 
with memos posting an enquiry on 14-7-1969 and suspending them pending 
enquiry. The enquiry was conducted deliberately in the absence of the 
workers and they were punished with suspension for 2 weeks. The action 
of the management is illegal and unjustifiable. Therefore the punishment 
meted out to the above workers be cancelled and they may be paid their 
wages for the period they were kept out of service . 

The Union has demanded 16 2 /3 % of the total earnings of the workers 
as bonus for the year 1968. The Management refused to pay the same but 
agreed to pay an ad hoc amount. The demand of the Union is that the 
workers may be paid bonus as per the provisions of the Bonus Act. 

The present rates of wages of the workers are meagre and so they should 
be paid at the rates recommended by the Industrial Relations Committee for 
Engineering Workers. 

The Union concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions. 

The Management submitted their reply statement in which they have 
contended as under : 

Issue No. 1 . The workmen are given reasonable wages and they do not 
have any dissatisfaction to the existing wage rates. The contentions of the 
Union are without any basis and so , should be dismissed . 

2. The payment of Bonus Act is not applicable to the establishment 
and so the claim of the Union cannot be countenanced . 

However , the 
Manageinent has already paid one month s wages towarus bonus for the year 
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1968 , for establishing peace in the industry and contentment among the 
workmen and workman have accepted the same in full and final setulemcat 
of their claim for bonus. Therefore , the issue is to be treated as settled . 

3. Workers C. Lawerence and A.Krishnankutty were punished with 
suspension for serious dereliction of duty . In thc enquiry they have deli 
berately absented and so the enquiry was conducted ex party. The 
punishment given is proper and regular and the workmen are not entitled 
to any relief in these proceedings. 

Thereafter the Union was absenting incessantly without assigning any 
reason whatsoever, and so the Union was declared ex party and the ex party 
order was made absolute on the subsequent daie of posting of the case. 

On 27-3-1971 the Management submitted an alfidavit fully endorsing 
all their contentions in their reply statement. Since there is no reason for 
me to disbelieve the Management and since the Union was all along lagging 
behind in the anatter of proceeding with the case , I hold that there is no 
subsisting dispute between the parties at present and so dismiss the reference . 
I pass my award accordingly .

This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 409 dated 
11-8-1970 . The only issue referred for adjudication is as follows : -- 

" Whether the closure of the Cashew Factories at Channanathopo, 

Kallukadavu and Odanavattom indefinitely from October , 1969 
is justifiable , and , if not, to what relief the workers are 

entitled to " . 
2 . Pursuant to summons the parties appeared , and the Union submitted 
their claim statement in which they have contended as under : 

The Management of M /s. Vijayalakshmi Cashew Co. , Quilon , closed 
their branch factories at Channanathore, Kallukadavu and Odanavattom 
from October , 1969 to April, 1970. The reasons stated in the notice put up 
to the closure is want of raw -nuts The said reason is incorrect. The 
Management was holding sufficient stock of raw -nuts during the said period . 
They have been carrying on processing of cashew nuts through other factories 
in this state and the neighbouring state of Madras. The closure of the 
factories was done purposely with a view to victimise the workers and to 
deprive them of the benefits contemplated under various labour Lawa. 

The Union concluded with a prayer, that the workers may be paid lay 
off compensation for the entire period of closure , during which period they 
were subjected to unemployment. 

"The Management submitted a reply statement in which they have 
wontended as under : 

The reference is bad in law and on facts . The workers concerned are 
not entitled to any benefit for the period of closure of the factories since the 
closure is perfectly legal and brought about by circumstances beyond the 
control 

the Management. 
The cashew factories are run on a scasonal basis and the work depends 
pon ihe availability of raw -nuts . Therefore, the factories owned by the 
Management are closed during off-season or whenever raw -nuts are not 
Available . Due notice were given to the workers about the non-availability 
of raw -nuts. Therefore, there is no reason for the workers io complain about 
the closure. Further, the year 1969 was a year of terrific loss to the cashew 
lactosies. In view of this , Management could not continue to exist and 
Therefore , they were compelled to lease out the factories to M /s Pratap 
Cashew Co., Private Ltd., Quilon , who have started work from 9-3-1970. 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions. 

When the case came up for evidence both the parties submitted that a 
ompromise talk was going on and on 9-3-1971 Sri V. K. Hassankutty , 
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General Secretary , The Kerala Kasuandi Thozhilali Congress, Quilon . 
submitted a memo as shown below as annexure In the light of the memo 
submitted I hereby dismiss this dispute .

The Management had at no time between 17-12-1969 and 3-3-1970 , 

the date of the discharge notice, raised a charge against the work 
inan on the ground of unfitness or incompetency . 
The discharge is illegal, being against the provisions of the Industrial 

Disputes Act and the Employees State Insurance Act. 
A ctrospective discharge, covering an actual period oi unemploy 

mnent is ipso facto illegal. 
There was no ground for discharge . 

The Union concluded with a prayer that order may be passed for 
reinstating the worker in service with continuity of service and wages for the 
period of unemployment. 

The Vianagement contended in the reply statement as under : 

Tie reference is bad in law . Discharge of worker falls under the 
second scl.edule of the I. 1. Act which is under the jurisdiction of the 
Labour Court and therefore , this court has 10 jurisdiction to adjudicate the 
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The discharge of Sri V. J. Paskal was legal and bonafide, He was 
under sick leave for a long period of 263 days i. e., from 26-2-1969 to 
16-12-1969 Sri Paskil reported for duty on 17-12-1969 . He was allowed 
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to resumc duties on condition only if he satisfies the Management that his 
health is sound, to carry on his normal duties. The worker failed to con 
vince the Management that he is fit to continue the service and , therefore 
the discharge. The Managemert has offered him legal compensation 
although he is not entitled for the same. 

TheManagement concluded with a prayer that, the dispute may be 
dismissed . 

The Union submitted the replication in which they have traversed the 
contentions the Management. When the case came for evidence the 
parties submitted that the matter was being compromised and fin.lly on 
15-3-1971 a joint memo was filed in which it w..s stated that the parties have 
compromised the dispute out of court and so the dispute may be dismissed .

This Industrial Dispute between the gabove parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government, as per G. O. Rt.

LSWD dated 30-1-1971. The issues referred for adjudication are as follows: 

1. Dismissal of tapper Ramakrishnan from the Thuruthiyil

Pursuant to summons Smt. Mariamma George and Sri A. T. Verghese 
(Managements 1 and 2 respectively ) appeared before the court and filed 
their Vakalath . Since the Union was absent , summons were issued again 
and the case was posted to 15-3-1971 for the appearance of the Union and 
for the submission of their claim statemen But on 15 971 the Union 
was abseat despite accepting the summons, and so the Union was declared 
ex party and the case was posted for exparty evidence if any and hearing , to 
25-3-1971.

that she is looking after her brothers estate also . She has continued that 
worker Ramakrishnan was a tapper on her estate and Kunjumon was a 
Stapper on the estate of her brother , that the said Ramakrishnan was dis 
missed from service after a proper enquiry since he did not entrust the 
bucket and the knife after the tapping season ending by 30th January 1970, 
and also since he did not care to present himself for work inspite of the 
intimation on 5-3-1970 She has also added that tapper Kunjumon working 
on her brother, estate was also similarly dismissed for the same and similar 
reasons after a proper domestic enquiry . 

MW1has produced all the relevant records concerning the said en 
quiry and the dismissal orders issued to the workmen cencerned and marked 
them as Ext. M 10 M5 respectively. 

The Learned Counsel for the Management argued his case succinctly 
substantiating the same by referring to the oral and documentary evidence 
adduced by the managements. Since there is no reason for me to disbelieve 
the managements and since the Union was absenting from the very outset 
without assigning any reason whatsoever, I uphold the contentions of the 
Managements and declare that there is no subsisting dispute between the 
Managements and the workmen as per the reference order.

NOTIFICATION RELATING TO THE INQUIRY INTO THE 

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST SRI P. R. KURUP, 
FORMER MINISTER FOR IRRIGATION 

AND CO -OPERATION 


By Notification No. 2988 /A1/71-2 /Vig, dated 27th April 1971, the 
Government of Kerala have appointed me as Commission of Inquiry to 
inquire into the following allegations against Sri P. R. Kurup , former 
Minister for Irrigation and Co-operation . 

1. The allegations contained in the memorandum presented to the 
Minister-in -charge of Home Affairs by Sri P. Govinda Pillai, Ex. M. L. A., 
a copy of which is appended as appendix I to the Government Notification 
mentioned above, namely : 

(i) Sri P. R. Kurup misused his official position as minister for 
personal gain causing huge loss to Government ; he personally and by influ ., 
encing officers of the Government caused undue benefits and advantages to 
be conferred on contractors in the following transactions noted as (a ) to (f) . 

(a ) The giving of a fresh contract for the construction of Pamba 
Irrigation Tunnel, cancelling the earlier contract. 

(b ) The settling of the contract for Karuthamannil Aqueduct 
(Pamba Scheme) in favour of a higher tenderer instead of the lower tenderer . 

(c ) The settling of the contract for Kuttiyadi Project in favour of 
a higher tenderer instead of the lower tenderer. 

(d ) Paying higher amount for works already completed by procur 
ing applications from the contractor and by revising rates ; referring for 
arbitration matters regarding completed works in collu: ion with contractors. 

(e) The giving of various anti-sca -erosion contracts. illegally to the 
same contractor 

(f) Paying amounts to nominees of Panchayat for upcxecuted 
werks relating to flood control. 

(ii) Loss of over a lakh of rupecs was caused to the Government in 
respect of the sale to Paily Pillai, contractor, Kolencherry, Ernakulam 
District, of a compres: or which belonged to 

the Government ; 
Sri P. R. Kurup was connected with this deal. 

(iii ) Sri P. R. Kurup , by misusing his official position as minister , 
acquired assets worth several lakhs of rupees in the names of his son , depen . 
dents and iclatives, a few of which are the following : 

(a ) Padma Talkies at Panoor in Cannanore District in the name 
of his son , 

G. 38 /V . 
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(b ) Kolavalloor High School at Panoor in Cannanore District, 

(c) The Old Court building (Eduppu ) at Panoor worth more than 
Rs. 50,000 purchased in the name of a peon of Panoor Co -operative Rural 
Bank , a trusted dependent of Sri P. R. Kurup , who had no other source of 
income and had been residing in a small rented house, and 

(d ) Three motor cars including the one used by his son , a student, 
of the Law College, purchased in the names of relatives of Sri P. R. Kurup . 

2. Those allegations contained in the memorandum dated 7-9-1969 
presented to the Home Minister by Sri. John Manjooran , General Secretary, 
Kerala Socialist Party , Ernakulam , Cochin 15 , a copy of which is appen 
ded as appendix II to the Government notification mentioned above, which 
are in addition to those set forth as items ( ii ), (iii) (a ), (iii) (b ), and ( iii ) (d ). 
above , namely : 

(i) Certain works relating to Kuttiyadi Project were not given to the 
lowest tenderer ; the lowest tender was rejected on flimsy grounds and the 
work was sanctioned in favour of a higher tenderer, thus causing great loss 
to the Government. 

(ii ) . Sri . P. R.Kurup acquired properties movable and immovable 
worth lakhs of rupees in his son s name and/or in the nameof his trusted 
dependent. 

3. The allegations contained in the memorandum dated 8-9-1969 
presented to the Home Minister by Sri. Varki Vadakkan , General Secretary , 
Karshaka Thozhilali Party , Trichur, a copy of which is appended as appen 
dix III to the Government Notification mentioned above, namely : 

(i) Thework of Kurudamon Aqueduct under P. I. P. Division in 
Pathanamthitta, costing about Rs. 17 lakhs was given to the second lower 
tenderer instead of to the lowest tenderer, while there was a difference of 
about Rs. 2 lakhs between the amounts of the two tenders . There were 
malpractices and corruption in this matter . 

(ii) The contract for anti-sea crosion work at Sakthikulangara 
between Marathady and Neendakara was given to T. A. Brothers in the 
name of Quilon Coastal Labourers Co-operative Society No. 194. In 
spite of the existing rule that Retention and Security amount of the work 
can be released only after three months on passing the final bill, over-ruling 
the objections of the departmental authorities, Sri P. R. Kurup ordered the 
immed ate release of the security amount of Rs. 80,000 ; What were the 
reasons for doing so ? 

(iii ) The rate quoted for an item of irrigation work in Malabar area 
was 19 pai e per unit . The contractor after accepting payment for all 
other items of work petitioned to Sri. P. R.Kurup praying that the afore 
said rate n ay be raised to Rs. 19 per unit. The departmental officers 
strongly objected to the revision and pointed out that if the rate is enhanced , 
the contract will not be one for the lowest tender . Over-ruling all objections 
the rate was revised and enhanced to Rs. 19 per unit causing a loss of 
Rs. 2 lakhs to the Government.

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( iv ) More or less compulsory collections and donations were obta . 
ined from officials in connection with the marriage of Sri . P. R. Kurup s 
daughter. 

The Commission has to report on all aspects of the matters specified 
above , with particular reference to the following points : 

(1) What are the real facts with regard to the matters covered by 
these allegations. 

(2). Whether the facts disclose any misconduct or corruption on the 
part of Sri. P. R. Kurup . 

All persons who are interested in or are desirous of participatinz in this 
inquiry , or are acquainted with or have knowledge or information reg‘rding 
its subject matter, or are in a position to give useful evidence touching the 
same, are requested to send their nan es and ar dresses in writing to the 
Secretary to the Commission , so as to reach him on or before 31-5-1971. 
While doing so, they are also requeste1 to state whether they desire to 
participate in the inquiry as witnesses only, or as parties thereto . 

Those who desire to be parties are requested to appear at the sitting of 
the Commission at its office, at 2:00 p . m . on 31-5-1971 .
